From turret to Foundation-stone, no lack of 
strength shall endanger it. nor lack of beauty vex the eve. 
And within, its furniture and finish and ornamentation shall 
be the best the whole earth can afford, for this Temple is for 
God's indwelling. 

I trust I have earned your assent with me so far, and thai 
you all say with me: "No other, at least no lower con- 
ception of an education can be true and worthy." Then, 
with this end proposed to ourselves, how best to culture the 
highest powers of an immortal mind, and to draw us out of 
ourselves, it remains to ask, what are the best mean- to this 
end? Out of a thousand things that might be said, lean 
suggest a very few. 

We sometimes hear the phrase, afini»hed education. Ten 
thousand years from now. with the growth ami expansion 
they will have brought, how these words will sound to us ! 
to call these first li>pings the f that which, in the na- 

ture of the case, can never reach completion. Our first step is 
to realise that we simply begin here what has no end. We 
have time enough to learn all things: make no haste; only 
be thorough as you go on : know certainly what is known 
and know where knowledge -tops and ignorance begins. 
Never permit yourself to think that any, even the least, 
knowledge is of little worth. All truths are pearls, or we 
may say they are polished stones, which have their niches 
in the Temple, and in good time they shall find their place. 
As to what I deem of most worth, I know not how to ex- 
press myself better than to say. That is best which best re 
fi.net the mind. Refinement seems to me a beautiful word 
— though like all our words, the trail of the serpent is over 
it. It has been debased, perverted, but with its pristine 
meaning it is a beautiful word. God is perfect refinement : 
is perfect elegance. I hope I shall not be misunderstood 
when I say that we cf.n never draw near to God but by be- 
coming truly refined. Refinement is departure from what is 
coarse, vulgar, unlov- :ted. It is receiving 

what is fine, delicate, pure, high, m enfle, lovely. 

There are some studies which peculiarly refine the mind. 
Anything that serves this end for us, ig ahove all price. 
What purges awny our dross, burns up our rubbish, percipi- 
tates our sediment, is better than rub: 

True refinement I deem the perfection of education. It 
is the quality which alone makes a lady or a gentleman. It 
is the finish of the loubly beautiful what

There is a' false refinement, an imitation — ; •. ter. 

It is one of the basest frauds this world presents. I pray 
you shun it. But true refinement is like Etruscan gold, 
every particle of alloy has been dissolved, has vanished. 
What remaii, . only. Seek that quality. Prise it 

above all other quali: Kevs that nothing which does 

not erentually contribute ' much value to you. 

Believe that all which can in t to this, can 

add one moiety to the true, sterling refinement of your 



mind, is worth delving and reaching for — worth any price 
you can pay in toil, suffering or self-denial. 

Wealth, high society, elegance and magnificence of sur- 
roundings cannot hestow it. They often fail of it entirely. 
One might live in Boston, and he the cream of the cream, 
and vet a boor ; and a prairie cabin, its log wall- chinked 
with clay, may contain the true blood Prince. 

A refined mind is a pure mind. The gross is foreign to 
it. It moves through the evil that is in the world, like a 
purifying angel, itself unsoiled, unspotted. A perfect mir- 
ror, upheld, will see some hideous things, hut they leave no 
stain. Hail may strike on a burnised shield with loud rattle. 
hut it glances off and cannot cling. Have for yourself such 
a mind, and bear it through the world. 

This imperial quality is produced for us in the ways our 
God has ordained. 

First, by communion with the highest minds through 
their works. We are undergoing another curse — a flood of 
worthless literature. One can hardly wade through all the 
rubbish, nonsense, scum, in all departments, in all bindings. 
It is worse than the plague of the lice. If this broad stream 
of poison and falsehood and impurity could be turned into 
the ocean, the world would be the better for it. 

Let your mind touch the mind of no author who is not 
himself truly refined. If he lack in this, however brilliant, 
witty, or eloquent, let him be to you as a heathen man or a 
publican. But those few royal minds whose works we have, 
go to them often, stay with them long, drink into their spirit. 
Your mind will become moulded into their image, ami 
oever after will an inferior author give any pleasure. 

God has given us a few true poets: they arc his rarest 



gifts 



Like those far stars which conic in sight, 
Once in a century. 

They have that insidious gift of speaking those fine, airy, 
delicate thoughts which never crystallize for the rest of us. 
They voice those exquisite emotions, wierd longings, strange 
WOnderingS which stir within us all, hut find no words for 
birth. They touch chords, wake melodies and rich harmon- 
ies, raise high hope and aspirations, as is given to none but 
those few who seem to Stand within the veil— to gaae on 
things unseen by us, and to be rather sparks of divinity 
than" humanity. We cannot be too grateful for them.
